American Soldiers Now in 


Paris 
Lionized

People of the City 


PARIS, 
Sept. 
14.—The 
American 


army's maiden effort as an indepen- 
dent force in the, war, is regarded by 
:ho French press and public as noth-' 
ing less than a master stroke. The 
further details that have come through 
showing the extent of 
the 
ground , 


gained and tho great number of pris- 
oners taken- in two days on a relative- 
ly small front, have more than borne 
out early expecttaions. 


1 "The American army has gained a 


genuine victory at high speed," says 
Col. de Thomasson, the military critic, 
who pays tribute to 
the 
American 


staff and troops for their having in 
such a brief time attained, tho higrh 
standard of efficiency they have dis- 
played. 


To say that last. night's American 


official report revealed an achleve- 
rnent far in excess of what had been 
expected, is no disparagement of tiie 
American army, but the moral effect 
in. France seems in consequence of this 
to measure well up with the military 
results attained. 


The American soldiers now In Paris 


are being lionized by the people of the 
city, who stop the men on the streets 
and grip their hands in congratulation 
over the victory. 


In general the military commenta- 


tors prefer to reserve judgment of the 
full effects of the offensive until more 
ample details are available and they 
are able to sec the tread the opera- 
tions are likely to take. 


Henri Ribou points out that the St. 


Mihiel salient was of great importance 
as a base for an enemy drive and he 
thinks it possible that when the Ger- 
mans attacked towards 
Chalons, on 


July 15, they contemplated also throw/ 
ins a colun^n from St. Mihiel! 


If the Germans 
have 
decided 
to 


abandon such a position, he argues, it 
is a sign that the general military sit- 
uation forced them to take the step 
after 
their 
withdrawal 
from 
the 


Somme line and then from that of the 
.Lys. This third retreat he considers a, 
serious symptom, and he points

Captain Frank E. Frazler, U.S.A., 


assistant director of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces postal service at 
Tours, France, has been sent to the 
United States on a mission relative to 
postal affairs, with .authority to fur- 
nish information heretofore, for mili- 
tary reasons, withheld from the pos- 
tal officials. 
The military authorities 


found it necessary, in order to secura 
prompt delivery of soldiers' 
mall, to 


Provide-'the military postal officers £i: 
France with complete information as 
to the location of troops. The military 
postal officers at the central postofrica 
in France have now been afforded ac"- 
coss to the card index directory of the 
adjutant general's department, located 
in the same building; and on his arri- 
val in this country 
Captain Frazier 


furnished, under seal of secrecy, to thp 
postal officers a directory giving: the 
location of troops in France and a rec- 
ord of those on the way. 
Orders have 


been issued to send mail on every boat 
destined to dock at any port in France 
organized to receive mail. 
This, and 


the adoption of a scheme of designa- 
tion for groups of unattached men sent 
from the United States to replacement 
camps in Franc?, which is recommend- 
ed by Captain Frazier, will, it is be- 
lieved, go a long way toward expedit- 
ing the delivery of letters to soldiers. 


The mail of more than fifty thousand 


of our soldiers in France is delayed, 
and perhaps cannot be delivered at all. 
The reason for this is that letters for 
a greater number than fifty thousand, 
In the aggregate, are improperly or in- 
adequately addressed. 


•Complaints covering these 'delays are 


sufficient to give the public the im- 
pression that the soldiers' mail service 
is bad. 
But besides the Improper ad- 


dressing of letters, which is wofully 
common, there are other reasons for 
delay in the delivery of soldiers' mail 
which cannot be avoided by the mili- 
tary postal service any more than it 
could be when this service was con- 
ducted by the postoffice department. 


These delays affect a relatively small 


proportion of the mail, but the number 
is sufficient to give rise to a very gen- 
eral, if unjust, criticism of the postal 
service. 


Delays caused by military objection 


to furnishing the civilian postal offi- 
cials with inforniiiiion as to the loca- 
tion of troops are now, in a measure, 
cured by this information being given 
the army officers directing the mail 
service. Letters could not be promptly 
delivered 
wit limit 
knowledge as 
to 


where they were to be sent. Military 
official* ar« aUo provided now with 
transportation facilities 
which 
were 


not provided by the army for the civil- 
ian service. 


But at times there is still delay t-> 


the 
mail 
after 
it reaches pon ia 


France. Some of these are absolutely 
unavoidable if the safety and welfare 
of our troops are to be given first con- 
sideration. Others can be avoided^ aa-3 
steps to that end which were impossi- 
ble under military 
restrictions 
upon 


civil authorities have been or are be- 
ing taken. 


Only in exceptional cases, and under 


circumstances which will b* explained, 
does it take more than three weeks 
for a 
properly 
addressed 
letter 
to 


reach a soldier in France who Is at- 
tached to an organized 
unit 
of 
the 


army. 
Most of the mail roaches its 


destination in less time than that. Tho 
great mass of letters to and from the 
Expeditionary Forces go and come on 
schedule time. 


Yet, exceptional circumstances may 


delay a soldier's mail as much as two 
or three months, or he may not get it 
at all. 
In the extreme 
case 
where 


there are several soldiers of the samo 
; 


name it will be because his letters are i 
improperly addressed and he has failed j 
to correct The conditions by furnishing 
his proper address. There are no de- 
lays, or at most none greater than a 
few days, when the soldier is located 
with the organized forces and the let- 
ter is properly addressed. 


Duplication of Names 


In view of the duplication of namoa 


in the American Expeditionary Forces, 
the absence of any distinguishing des- 
ignation for groups of casual or re- 
placement men. has been a source of 
difficulty 
in the 
delivery 
of 
mail. 


Thousands of soldiers are being1 sent to 
France every month from this country 
for replacement purposes They come 
from 
various 
oantonmcnts—Pike. 


Meade. Humphreys, Lewis, and else- 
where- -and 
are 
usually 
designated 


simply "Camp Pike August Automatic 
Replacement Draft," or some similar 
lesignatlon, and part of that particu- 
lar draft may be sent to one replace- 
ment camp In France and part to an- 
other.

"Whe.re the success of a troop 


movement on the front depends upon 
iecrecy mail cannot be sent to mem- 
bers of a mobile force until they arc 
established at the selected destination. 
Whatever 
delay 
is 
involved in this, 


hether 24 hours or several days, must 
5 accepted as a military 
necessltj'. 


The same is true when shipments of 
up plies, munitions, fresh meat, etc., 
are such as to make an extraordinary

"When a divisional postoffice is 


moved in connection with a big troop 
movement great secrecy has to be ex 
ercised. No word, even, to the army pos 
tal authorities, is permitted concern 
ing the secret troop movement unti 
the troops have been located perma 
nently enough to permit the sending 
of mail. 
Under 
these 
conditions 


week's delay in the delivery of mail Is 
possible. 


Every care is taken in expediting the 


mail for wounded men in hospitals 
The only delay in the delivery of such 
mail is that which is absolutely un- 
avoidable. A 
wounded 
man 
may be 


sent from one hospital to another and 
even to several before reaching- a per- 
manent base hospital, and if detained 
a day or two at each of the hospital? 
through which he passes in transit his 
mail will be delayed until he is at a 
hospital long enough for it to reach 
him. 
If 
he 
should 
be but slightly 


wounded, not being nt 
the 
hospital 


long enough to get bis mail, and tho:i 
should be assigned to a new organiza- 
tion, there would be some further de- 
lay, but in none of these cases is the 
delay great. 
The hospital authorities 


are required to notify the central post 
office as well 
as his 
company com- 


mander immediately on the arrival oC 
the soldier there for treatment, and 
mail is sent to him at once. There Is 
no delay whatever in mail sent homo 
by or for the wounded man. 
It is only

Causes of Delay 


Only two causes of delay have oc- 


curred at the port of embarkation :n 
this country. One is the posting of the 
letter just too late to make the trans- 
port, when a week might pass before

The remedy for this 


does not lie with the postal service. 
The other is 
the 
limitations 
placed 


upon 
ocean transportation 
facilities 


and lack of information as to the des- 
tination of the ships. 
Unless the mil- 


itary port officer at the American port 
Of embarkation knows that an outgo- 
ing steamer is to land at a French port 
organized to handle the mail it cannot 
be sent by this steamer, as she might 
be bound for a port whore there Is no 
American postoffice and no postal em- 
ployes to handle the mail. 
This diffi- 


culty has just been cured by a war de- 
partment order which directs that th?3 
information be furnished the military 
port officer. 


One of the most puzzling things to 


the public has been the frequent oc- 
currence, both as to mail delivered in 
France and mail received in this coun- 
try, of a letter of a later date being 
received bnfore one mailed perhaps a 
week or more earlier. One explanation 
of this is that the postmaster at the 
port of embarkation has been assigned 
by tho war department a definite lim- 
ited space for 
mat], and 
when 
tho 


amount of mail has exceeded this, tho 
CXCCTS hna had to he held over until 
the next steamer. 
If there were. say. 


two thousand bags ready for shipment 
and the postmnstfr was notified th«\t 
only eicrht hundred bags could he han- 
dled, the surplus twelve hundred bags, 
would have to lie over, being Included 
in the mntl accumulating for the next 
steamer. Such an excess of mail might 
occur several times and some o f . the 
bags missing the first mail might alao 
bo among those left over from tho sec- 
ond.

Normally it takes from two in 


three days to deliver a letter at the 
front after its arrival at a French port. 


Delay that has occurred in the deliv- 


ery in the United States of soldiers' 
letters mailed in France is sometimes 
due in a slight extent to the censor- 
ship, 
usually the

cause is not great, but there have been 
cases, under exceptional circumstances, 
where it has been as much 
as 
three 


weeks. A cause of delays in mail com- 
ing this way is that the civilian postal 
officials to whom this mail is delivered 
at the French port have had but one 
;iort of embarkation for all mail. 
The 


despatching of mail is therefore lim- 
Led to the sailing time 
of 
steamers 


from that port, whereas steamers are 
sailing from other ports 
which 
also 


might carry mail. 
The reason for this 


restriction to one port is that the mili- 
tary authorities regarded it as inad- 
visable to furnish the civilian postal 
authorities, to whom the mail is turned 
over at the port of embarkation, with 
the sailing dates of vessels from other 
ports. 
This matter has been adjusted 


now so that the postal officials may 
take advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded by sailings from other ports for 
the despatch of mail. 


Complete 1'osial System 


A 
complete 
postal 
system corre- 


sponding to that in 'the United States 
is now in operation in France with a 
central 
postoffice 
located at Tours. 


This service in France, except the dis- 
tribution and despatch of mails to the 
United States, is entirely under mili- 
tary control, the director and assistant 
directors being commissioned army of- 
ficers and tile entire force being a part 
of the military service. 
Nearly ail of 


these officers and soldiers detailed to 
this work are men formerlj- employed 
in the postal service 
of 
the United 


States, former railway mail clerks be- 
ing employed in the handling of mail 
on postal trains, and others acting as 
distributors, etc. 
France 
is 
divided 


into three postal districts, each district 
in charge of an army officer who was 
formerly a postal official; and these 
districts are under the supervision of 
the director at the central 
postoffice 


at Tours, Lieut. Col. T. D. Howe. 
Per- 


manent postoffices are establishes at 
numerous points, 
and 
mobile post- 


offices are right at the front and move 
with a division to which they are at- 
tached. 
They are 
frequently 
under 


fire. 
The commanding officer of each 


company or military establishment is 
required to detail from his company 
a mail orderly especially selected for 
the purpose of receiving and handling 
mail. 
Wherever possible a man with 


former 
postal 
experience is drawn 


from 
the ranks 
for 
this 
purpose. 


Every 
mail 
orderly 
is 
required to 


keep an accurate record o£ officers and 
men attached to or formerly attached 
to his unit and to keep a 
record 
of 


changed addresses. 
This record is al- 


phabetically arranged and the location 
of every 
man 
is noted 
up 
to date. 


Where a man is sick or wounded and 
the orderly has no record of his where- 
abouts, mail for him is endorsed "sick!" 
or "wounded," giving 
the date. The 


letter then goes to the central post- 
office at Tours which is furnished br 
the hospital with the names of all 
those 
under treatment, identified 
by 


the designation of the unit 
to whioh 


they belong. The central office is in- 
formed also of every removal of a sol- 
dier from one hospital to another when 
in hospital long enough to establish an 
address. A perfect card system Is em- 
ployed to keep track of all who ara 
in hospitals, and there is no delay In 
the delivery of mail unless it is that

France. In despatching mail from the 
United States letters are sent to cer- 
tain ports and other classes of mail to 
another, So that letters may be in no 
xvay -interfered with by mail matter of 
less importance. 


Warehouses have been built at ports 


of debarkation for sorting bags of mail 
as they are received from the United 
States. 
On approximately 2000 miles 


of railroads in France. American rail- 
wav mail service is now in operation,

Under Military Control 


Undor military control all changes of 


mobile postoftices are flashed in code 
to the mail distributing points. The 
frequent military necessity for with- 
holding this inf.orma.tion when the ser- 
vice was under civil control sometimes 
resulted in a delay of as much as three 
weeks, hut with the information imme- 
diately available, as it now generally 
is' to the military posloftices, there is 
seldom 
occasion 
for 
delay. A very 


material saving of time in the delivery 
of mail will ho accomplished also by an 
order having the approval of General 
Pershing under which the postal offi- 
cers in the United States have 
beer, 


furnished under the seal of absolute 
secrecy, with a directory of the loca- 
tion of all troops in France 
and 
all 


who are on the way. 
With this infor- 


mation the postal authorities will be 
able to distribute, and sack for deliv- 
ery at its 
proper 
destination 
much 


mail which has heretofore gone in bulk 
having to be sorted and distributed on 
its arrival in France. 


It is believed that by making mili- 


tary information and military trans- 
portation resources 
available in the 


despatch of mails the occasion for de- 
lay in the delivery of 
soldiers' 
mail 


will be eliminated, except as to thru 
which is improperly addressed. 
Tho 


matter of the address to insure prompt 
delivery is of vital importance. 
The 


misspelling of a name or the use o£ 
initials where a word should be spello 1 
out may not only retard the delivery of 
a letter but may prevent its being de- 
livered at all. Many thousands of let-

received 


which cannot be promptly delivered, if 
delivered at all, on account of 
the 


manner in which they nre addressed. 
The. initials "A. C." may mean "Ambu- 
lance Corps." or "Administrative Com- 
pany," or "Aviation Clearance-Office," 
while "A.C.C." means "Aero Construc- 
tion Company."

coal will make it give up more heat 
and produce more steam. All powders 
sold under such pretenses are frauds. 
Also there are no patented devices 
that, when attached to the boiler, will 
automatically

savings 


without the effort of the fireman or 
the engineer.

saving devices have elements of merit, 
but they must have careful, intelligent 
attention to do good work.
